Claims 1,3,4, 7-10,38,40, 44-47, 112, 114, 115 and 118-121 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1,38 and 1 12 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose receiving a 
configuration data indicating whether a bridge is to operate in a VLAN aware mode, 
receiving a packet in a priority tagged format containing an associated VLAN identifier 
on a first port contained in a plurality of ports; setting the VLAN identifier associated 
with the packet to equal an identifier associated with an incoming port on which the 
packet is received; searching an address table having at least a field to store data 
representing VLAN identifier using a destination address and the VLAN identifier to 
determine a destination port; and sending the packet on the destination port.
